I will then begin with Rowe - For there is roome 
enough for.althe ewes of the world: not bur many 
other Cities are more ſpacious, but becauſe the great 
States of Europe haue there their Ambaſſadors or

The Abftracs then are drawne to theſe heads : 
Thar there is an Ambaſſador till reſident there from 
the Archduke Leopaldas about the diſpatch of theaf- 
faires of the 7 altoline.' That the Duke of Newers ſox; 
licites his Holineſſe, that he and his company may a- 
bide in the Ifland of Spexſo romake warre againſt the 
Turke, where thereare already diuers Knights of ſe- 
nerall orders to the ſame purpoſe : That it is enated 
inthe Papall Confiſtory, that the Buls and Edits of 
Gregory 14and 15 be publikely obſerued: That there 
is lately ariued the principall Secretary ofthe King of 
Poland to congratulate with his Holinefle, and haue 
his aduice concerning the warres of Sweden : That 
the Ambafladors ofthe'great Duke of 1#ſ;any had au- 
dience ona Sunday before the Pope, and not onely 
complemented about his eleion,bur preſented their 
maſters obedience to his Holinefſe, and the Sea A- 
poſtolike, there were fiue Cardinals by : 8 on Thurſ- 
day following were the Ambaſſadors of ra nk 
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ſented: That ona Wedneſday morning there was 
a ſolemne aſſembly before his Holinefle, about the 
buſineſle de Fide propaganda, to which was admitted 
a ſtrange Ambaſſador of theKing of Congo in Aerhs. 
opia , who declared his —_ to this purpoſe, that 
his maſter ſubmitted himſeKe to- the - Apoſtolicall 
ſea, *and deſired his Holineſle, that ſome Prieſts and 
Preachers, with other Miniſters of the: Church 
might be ſent into his Dominions, to inſtruthim, 
and his neighbouring people in the true Catholike' 
Religion ?' For they had heard of the Name of 7e- 
ſi, and'by tradition Ethiopia belecucd , that the 
great Eunuch of Candauce the Queene brought 
chem ſufficient inſtructions from P4h:1;p the Euan- 
gcliſt; concerning Chriſtianitic : but ignorance and 
corruption quickly deceined them with fdolatry a- 
geaine, and ſo they defired new diretions , with his 
Holineſle, benediQtion for himſelfe, his Queene,and 
Subie&s : and that the Duke of Nexers , hauing had 
a ſecond, and athird audience was diſpatched in his 
demands concerning the new order of Militia Chri- 
ftiana, and ſowent to cHantua to propole the ſame 
buſineſſe to the Duke, for whick he thought tobe the 
better accepted for the Popes approbation. = 
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From Venice the 20 of Ianuary. 


The Letters likewiſe from Yerice arc of ſundry 
forts, but afford vs theſe particulars cocerning newes. 
Thatthe Catholike Commiſhoners of the 7 «lts- 
live and CAquadina,arc returned from cMHilaxe, into 
their country with their owne , andthe Gauernors 
reſolution to maintaine the Spaniſh gariſons in the 
Griſons paſſages, or their ſeucrall diuiſtons, and ſo 
the warres ate likely to-begin againe : which when 
the Griſons vaderftood, they appealed tothe gene- 
rall meeting at Char, where the French, Ambaſlador 
promiſed ta fide with them for the maintaining of 
their Religion, and libertic 2 whereupon abour the 
ſaxteenth of Tanwary they made their preachers de. 
clre their minds. But the Biſhop of Char tooke poſ- 
&ffton of their Churches, and cauſed publike Maſe 
to becelebrated , purpofing to cſtabliſh fix Capu- 
chinstherein, butthe Burgers madea mutiny,and the 
Villages came in to helpe them; ſo there were. ten 
Prieſts, foure Capuchins,and thirteen Tralians lain, 
 Thatthe Duke of Bavaria hath beene ſcene in 1taly 
of late in a manner diſguiſed, and with a ſmall com- 
pany : butthe truth is, he went in Pilgrimage to our 
Lady of Loretts, and from thence determines for 
Rome, there to conſult with his Holineſſe , how the 
Hereticks may beſt be ſuppreſſed in the Empire. 
. Fhattherecame into the Gulph, and ſo to Malc- 
mocco by Yenice,two ſhips of Lisboxe with Sugar, Ca-

nary wines, and ether Spaniſh commodities, who 
brought tidings, that the Pyrats had taken fourteene 
ſhips, moſt of them Spaniſh , and ſcent them to 


' Thatat Gemoaatempeſt did excecding great hurr. 
Fordiuers Veſſels ſplit in the harbour , yer ere all 
was quicted, there came in three Ships of the Low- 
Countries with rich Mcerchandize , who affirmed , 
they came from cMalags, but heard nothing of the 
Spaniſh Fleet, nor ſaw any Pyrats. 

That the Scigneur Lelis Imiria hath direRions out 
of Spaine, to pay fifty ſix thouſand Crownes for the 
vic of the Duke of Paſtrans , to certaine Leigers 
there, whearec reſident about accounts. 

Thatthe Letters of £H1ilaxe did certifie , how the 
Feeder Generall C5d;who was Priſoner in the Citta- 
dell;had his liberty by direQions from Spaine, - - 

That rhe Souldicrs of the Chenalliers Pecchio were 
ready to put forth for Serdizis , tarying oncly for 
aduice from Genea,when their ſhips will bee: prepa- 
red ro tranſport and conuoy:them:: ſand that a ſhip 
called the Pheenix Charity, comming toward Yerice 
was by tempeft caſt away abouc Zenre,ſo that all was 
loſt; and thrce perſons drowned.

AsT have ſeucrall Letters from Yiewns concerning 
the rroubles of H#angoy,6&watchings of Bethlew.Ga- 
bor at this inftant more eſpecially, then any _ af- 
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faires or bufinefle of Germaxy : ſo will Idividethenz 


aſunder for you, and not huddle them together, to.a-: 
uoid confuſton ; and yet it may bee you may heare of 
one thing twice, if I ſhould write you enery word.

The firſt Letter then tenderh'tothis purpoſe ,;that? 
few dayes agoe there came. certaine diſcontented- 
ſouldiers from Beihlem Gabor tothe Emperor, who! 
aſſured,that all his baggage, Ordnance, and priſoners 
were tranſported to Caſhow , and that hee hath' raken 
the Biſhops, Ieſuirts;and divers Lords off the 'Coun- 
ſell from Thirnaw , as a gage or hoſtage © thatthe 
Palatine of Hungary ſhall performe his promiſe and 
contra : this troubled the Emperor more,;theathe 
report of his 3©o00 Tartars. For he had good cxpe:. 
rience of naked; barbarous, and vnarmed-men, and 
reſolued 10000 well diſciplined ſouldicrs would beat 
chenrall;buthow:the Princewould:vſr his-friends ; 
. that hecouldinor tel,and forhe ſuſpition amazed him 
farre more, then the puniſhment” did-them. . In the 
end of this Letter I finde; thatdiuers Morania Lords, 
and yonkers neuer before in the'warres ; weregone 
ro Bethlem Gabor,andthat certaine Iewes had hired 
Wagons from diners places, to:carie:tbem to their 
Tribes at Pragne : but they were ſurpriſed by the 
Captaines of the Gariſons, ;and/robbedand! fpoyled 
-of wharthlicy had , eſpecidllygheir ready moncy <.0f 
which there wasſomeſtore: ©: wm oi nt bl be \ 
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| Aﬀecond letter writeth thus ; There is news come 
to: Ceſar, that Bethlem Gabor is content to ranſome 
ſome priſoners , eſpecially the Lieutenant of Deper- 
bach,tor whom he demands twenty thouſand florins, 
the Emperor offers exchange,bur Berhlem Gabor will 
haue mony forhim: for the reſt hee is contented to 
exchange Chriſtians for Turkes; and vpon ſome diſ- 
contentment ſent the Emperor word , That if he did 
not preſently deliuer the Turkes, he would put ſome 
of his beſt friends to death. VVhich peremptory mel. 
ſage rather vexed then diſturbed him , whereupon he 
re{olued his Officers and Lieutenants in Sileſia, Mo- 
rauia and Bohemia, that Berhlem Gabor would haue 
no peace, but come into the field with all conuenien- 
cy of weather, and he was reſolued to meet him, and 
try it out to the vttermoſt : This cauſed new muſters 
in Sileſta , 8&all the care was, how to tranſport them 
into Auſtria, for to intercept them in their marches, 
Count Thorne lay with one army, and leggendrirff 
with another, ſo that all the cunning was to paſſe by 
them vnfonght with all;yetwhen the Auſtrians heard 
that the old ſouldiers of Silefta ſhould be quarired 
among them, they were much affrighted,aud offered 


the Emperor thirty thouſand Florins to keepe them 
backe. 


They write alſo, that the Lord Yratiſlaus of Fur- 
flenberg tooke his tourney toward Prague , with his 
Lady, and great ſtore of treaſure for his expences, 
but he was robbed and ſpoiled of all,with his golden 
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Fleece, being one of that Order ; ſo that here is now 
to bee expected nothing bur the miſery of a calami- 
tous war, anddiſſolute peace : yea,the reuolts ef the 
Country breed as much ſuſpition as the proccedings 
of thecnemy: whereupon the Emperour fſent'the 
Count of Scambach to the King of Pole, who was 
no ſooner departed , but his Maieſty received Let- 
ters from the Lord Bifmach of Yilleck , thatthere 


were come to the confines of Hungary twelue thou- 
ſand new Coſlacks. 2 


The laſtthing worthy thenote in this Letter is, 
That the Lord Setski Georze hath forſaken the Em- 
perour, and would willingly ſerue Bethlewm Gabor - 
with flue hundred horſe , but hee hath refuſed him 
vpon whatrcaſon we cannot tell: To which is added, 
that the Commanders formerly taken priſoners in 
Bruxſwicks deteat, arc as yet kept ſafe in Newſtadt , 
but haue hope of delivery if they will agree co the 
Emperors conditions. Es 


A third Lettcr concernes the buſinefſe of Prague, 
which certifies, That the Laxtſeraue of pena ail 
called the Prince of Leichenſfteine , the Emperours 
Lieutenant Generall in Bohemia, muſtred all his 
forccs, vnderſtanding that Mansfield was disbanded, 
and by Ceſars appointment marched rowards Luian: 
in Morauia : and although the like order was to bee 
taken with thoſe of Silefta, yet would they not march 
before they yere firſt payed , which cither Go 

om 
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from neceſlicy, or diſcipline,they fell co robbing and 
ſpoiling , and did fo much harme inthe Countrey 
that the people complayned of their vnrulineſle, but 
whether the Lords dare puniſh them or no, is yex ve- 
ry doubfull : this is cercaine, that by reaſon of their 
vnrulineſſe the markets arenot ſupplied, &rhe coun- 
tryman hides his prouifion, and many times the 
Boers gather themſelues in heaps and beat the Ga- 
riſons from their houſes. 


From Cullen the 6 of February. 


 TheLetters from Culle» concerne in a manner all 
the Prouinces thercabours, even ro the States Gari- 
ſons on both ſides the Rh7ze, fo that for your better 
vnderſtanding of ſuch things as are worth the heark- 
ning after, I haue chus abſtrafted the particulars. 
Firft , that the ſouldiers of the Baron of Anhalt are 
ſtill in the Biſhopricke- of Munſter, and ſo cauſe a 
great dearth to the vndoing of many poore people. 
That itis rumoured how the Duke of Brunſwicke vn+ 
derftanding that his Maicftic of England had apur- 
poſe to ſendan Ambaſſador to the King of Den- 
maike, meanes to goe thither. 


That Monſeur Tilley. lieth yet in the land of Heſ- 
{en, and though hee deſifterh from publike hoſtility , 
and demoliſhing of townes, yet is the country fora- 
ged by his ſouldicrs, and the people ſpoiled on all 
ſides. That the Letters from Eafi-Frieſland my 
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thus much, That the Deputies of the States of the 
Low countries,who were ſent by agreement to make 
a compoſition with Mansfield, haue diſpatched him 
quite outof rhe Country,and taken poſſeſſion of all 
his holds and Townes tor thetnſelues, ſo that they 
haue reaſon to loue and be tharnkefull vnto him , be- 
cauſe, beſices other famous exploites, they poſleſſe 
in a manner another Prouince, & the rowne of Em- 
den by his meanes : beſides, they haue theſe fortified 
places ſurrendred, Stickheuſtn, YVredenberg , the fort 
of Griel, Eſenus,Witmunde, with others who are now 
garriſond all with the Srates ſouldiers, who marched 
brauely through the land of Oldenberg to take poſ. 
{eſlion of the fame. 


That the Rhzze hath done great hurr, and that the 
Ice came downe as far as the towne of Rees, and o- 
ther places, ſo that there- was great hope it would 
haue paſled away: there came downe ſo many Labo- 
rers to breake it and keepe it from their Dikes, but as 
it began to thaw, we know not by what miſchance, 
fome ſhips with marcerialls ſunke in the Dike, aboue 
aplacc called the Yaext, which cauſed great labour 
and toyle ,till it freeſed ſo faſt that they could worke 
no more, and fo the whole was yet vnſtopped. To 
this may be added, that the North-weſt winde, and 
the high water brought in the ſea fo fearcfully, that 
foure ſhips were drowned at Mederlleck. 


From 
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From Amſterdam the 10 of February, 


The Lerers from Amſterdamare full of variety, 
yet little newes,vnleſſe it be about their ſhips abroad 
eſpecially thoſe of the eff 1ndies, and that are gone 
to the ſouth ſea; bur the Merchants hauing letters 
from moſt parts of Zrope, afſure vs thus much, that 
they write out of Spaixe, that they ſtill continue the 
areſting and ſearch of all ſhips,eſpeciaily Dutch, and 
ſuch as they are entormec have any Durch goods, 
yea,they haue attached ſome contrary-goods that arc 
landed : ſo that there is a greax fleet prepared, and a 
barque of D'aziſa newly ſent out to diſcouer how rea 
dy the filuer flect 15,8 that they ſhould nor put forth 
to ſea, before ſuch Galeons as hee was making ready. 
might ariue neere them to conuoy them.: 'fo-that as. 
is conieCtured here, their money cannot come to 
them before May next. ED 

' Otherletters certifie vs of a quarrell betweene a 
Dutch Captaine, and the ſonne'of the Maſter of Ar- 
tillery in Breda,who-ina priuate Ducllo.hurt one ano- 
ther, bur he ſonne of the Maſter of the Artillery fled 
to Beygen-vp-Fome, and there ſaued himſelfe,yet was 
he brought to the Gouernor Reehoven,and examined 
ſo firialy, that hee confeſſed the matter and ſo was 
diſmiſt, when no other purſuit was made after him, 
for the Capraine did not dye : whereupon hee either 
certified the gouernor, or puthim in mind, that Spz- 
nola before his departure from the ſiege had buried 
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foureteene demy-Cannon in the ſands, and he knew 
the place, vpon which certificate and aduice, the go. 
uernor ſent pioners out preſently to ſearch for them, 
and ſo they were taken vp, and the Gentlemen had 
fix hundred gelders for a reward, which maketh 65 
pound fterling : fo there were other ſearches after 
this, and much armor and munition found. 

There are other Letters alſo from Amſterdam, 
which belike come from the Haze - for they certifie 
chus much : that there are dayly great conſultations 
with the States,to which ſometimes the King of Bo- 
hemia'is called : That the great ſhip of De#ft and the 
Vice-admirall ofthe whole fleet which were to goe 
laſt roward the Weſt 1nd;es,but being hindred by the 
froſt,ſtayed in harbonr, are now,put toſea vpon the 
laſt thaw : chat the eff 1ndia company hath both 
made and bought more ſhippes for their voyages : 
that a ſhip is ceme from Ch:{; with newes, that the 
inhabicants hauc freely granted the Dutch fleeca 
yu and harbour of ſecurity, ſo that the Admirall 

ord Hermit may paſle and repafſe without any dan- 
ger: but the Lord of Dot is not yet heard off, what 
courſe he meancth to take. 
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From Wweſtp halia the 8 of February. 


From Weſtphalia the Letters beare date,as you ſce 
about the eight of February, and acquaint you with 
the quartring ofthe Spaniſh and Imperiall forces in 
the fore-mentioned quarters, as your other bookes 
haue it, but live in ſuch a maner and vnder ſuch a diſ. 
cipline, as if they meant to ger the loue' of the people 
by good order, and faſhionable demeanor,ſorthat the 
Count of Reztbere hath fairely demanded of the 
towne of Minden paſſage, and quartering for 1060 
men, but the inhabitants haue excuſed themſelues, 
and yet referred the matter to the Duke of Luxebure, 
wherewith the Countnot being well pleaſed, told 
ſome of the Commanders, that he muſt deale yith 
eMinden,as with thoſe of Lipfiat, which being pub- 
liſhedabroad caufed the Duke of Lunebrre to come 
to Petershagen, whither the Count of Reitbere did 
alſo repaire vnto him\yſo that it is Itkely they will treat 
of ſome agrement for the diſcharge of two or three 
regiments, the Country not able to prouide for them 
all, confidering there are very neere forty thouſand 
ſouldiers one or other in Weſfphaliaalone, fo that by 
all probability the States of the Low-Countries are 
likely the next yeere to bee ouer-prefſed with num- 
ber, if the Arch-duches prepare her armies as 
well as her confederats haue done: for it is ſuſpeRed, 
that now Tilley lies in Heſſen for the ſame purpoſe, ſo

to keepe the Emperor play the next ſommer, there is 
no other account to be made, but that all theſe vnited 
forces will come like a whirlewinde vpon the Low- 
Countries. 


From Bruſſels the to of February. 


From Bruſiels they write, that the King of Sparine 


about the ſeuenth of December made his brother 
Don Carls, and the Lord Francs Chriſtopher of Ke- 
werhilteren Count of Franchenberg the Emperors am- 
baſſador Knights of the order of the Golden Fleece; 
at which inauguration there were great folemnity, 
and triumphs. 

Not two daies fince came the Count 0Fau10 Vil- 
conte back againe from Pars, who aſſured the Arch- 
Ducheſle there was no ſuch thing in hand as anarmy 
againſt the Proteſtants, which the Ieſuits haue giuen 
out in their preachings. 4

— ÞerecameLettersfrom Antwerp as. well as 
from Bruſſels, but they import very little newes, 
yct becauſe cuſtome hath made one friend write 
vnto another, they will play at ſmall game, ra- 
ther then ſir out; that is write,of triuiall buf. 
neſſe rather then nothing at all; ſuch as theſe 
«that follow, Thatona Friday inthe end of Tany- 
ary a Dike brake neere tothe houſe of the Eaſter- 
lings, whereby the water in many places came 
vp.to, the caues of their houſes, ſo that ftore of 
beaſts and cattell were .drowned, and. much 
houſhold ſtuffe driuen into the ſea, but the peo- 
ple ſaued themſelues. They reported alſo thar 
the ground about the port of Zi#owas in great 
danger, and the dround land about Berger was 
20.foot deepe, thereftof the Letters certific 
that Goyxzalcs is yetat Eolex, and not perfeftly 
well recoucred, and his ſouldiers are quartred in 
ſeuerall Garriſons, butas they, went out with a 
Conuoy, they were ſet vpon by Graue Herries 
horſe, and ſo there were 18.ſlaine. To adde ynto 
this letter, I muft tell you what a Gentleman 
writes, who is a Seruitor on the Archduches 
fide. Sir, as I willnot complaine, foI haue no 
great cauſe toreioyce: I confeſle I put my ſelfe 
into theſeruice of the Archduchefle in hope to 
raiſe my fortunes, being aſlured by father Robeyr, 
you know whom I meane, that I was in the righr 
to take part with the right, that is with the King 
of Spaizes title to the low Countries againſt his 
rebellious ſubie&s, ſo thar as I ſatisfied my con- 
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ſcience oneway, I thought to repaire My cy 
another, and truely I maſt confeſſe, that Kiike 
the fiege of Bergenlaſted, we were well vſed, and 
notonly had ſufficient entertainment, but good 
conntenance, and when wereturned to Axtwerp 
we walked the ſtreets with reaſonable good re.

ters ſwell as farre as Amersford and 7trech, and in 
another place to Bomwmel, and which. is ſtrange 
to tell, a little aboue Dore, where the mouth of 
the Riuer 'of wallis, the ice came downe with 
ſholes, and in ſuch aviolent manner, that itbare 
away a peece of aſtceple of a drowned towne, 
which ſtands to beſeene in the ſea, as for the 
towne of Doyt it felfe, rhewaters have flowed 
into their Sellers,and the Burgers were wonder- 
fully affrighted with the loſle of their key,

A AY auncientand louing friend, you ſhall re- 
ceiue another Letter touching ouraffaires:; 
this onely ſhall ſhew, how willing I am to-plea- 
ſure you with ſuchanimaduerfions, as wehaue 
here. Know then pray you , that whereas for- 
merly the Duke Eletorare of Saxoxy hath beene 
wonderfull forward to muſter men for the Emn- 
perour , anddisburſed great ſummes of money 
out-of his owne Treaſury to that purpoſe, hee 
bath of late ſlacked his hand, and not onely de- 
fiſted fromraifing new forces,but ſeemeth much 
diſcontented, and hath lately ſent to the Mar- 
queſſe of Brandepburg, about ſecret affaires:' For 
the rumour 1s, that the Duke of Saxony ſent a 
Meſſenger to the Emperour , lying in Yiennea- 
bout his mony and treaſure disburſed in his be- 
halte, or which way heſhould be aſſured of the 
ſame : butthe Emperour returned anſwere, that 
he exp eCted ſo much at his bands as a kinſman, 
feodary to the Empire, aſonneof theChurch, 
and an enemy to all Traytors 8& Hereticks, who 
had oppoſed his Maicfty, andtaken ypon them 
v1anſwerable matters againſt the perſon of Ce- 


. the Mandats ofthe Pope,& the honor of the 
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 Common-wealth , and fo there was not a word 
mentioned of payment of money, or ſcarce ac- 
knowledging the kindnes.

With this Newes:returned- the Meſſenger, 
which hath turned the affaires here ſomewhat a- 
bout. For thongh we heare of Marsfrelds difſol- 
uing his Army, whereby the Emperour hath no 
apparant great forcings againſt him ; yet here 
are many ſecret aduerſarics,and ſuch as beare no 
good will to the buſtnes:: For-how euer Papiſtry 
is much encreaſed,” yetare the Teſuites very odt- 
ous vntovs, andthe Proteſtants more conſtant, _. 
then cuer they were. This is all I can now write 
at this time, And ſo farewell.
